ANGLO-SOVIET 
TRADE PACT 


£10,000,000 CREDIT TO 
RUSSIA 


A new era in Anglo-Soviet: trade 
relations was opened with the signing 
in Moscow on Saturday of a barter 
agreement, with a Brilish credit of at 
least £10,000,000 in addition, Nego- 
tiations for a trade agreement dragged 
on over several months last year and 
never reached fruition because of polli- 
tical difficulties. These were dissolved 
by the entry of Russia into the war. 

The agreement provides for sapplies 
of considerable quantities of British 
goods to the U.S.S.R. as- well as the 
supply of Soviet goods to the United 
Kingdom. | 

The British Government grants to 
the U.S S.R. a credit of £10,000,000 
sterling at 3 per cent for an average 
period of five years. When this credit 
is exhausted the two Governments will 
enter into negotiations for a further 
amount. 

Britain is understood to be sending

President Roosevelt’s Return 


President Roosevelt returned to Wash- 
ington yesterday from his ocean rendezvous 
with Mr. Winston Churchill. He has 
had, upon the whole, an excellent “ press ay 
throughout the United States, but it is 
already clear that his latest departure from 
presidential convention has created anger 
and alarm among the “ isolationists,’’ who 
will redouble their attacks during the 
coming weeks. eir argument is that 
the meeting, and its most spectacular 
result, the eight-point agreement, have 
committed the United States to the 
hazards of war almost as surely as if she 
had dropped bombs on Berlin. After it, 
they say, it would not be in the least 
‘Axis’’ Powers should 


‘ 


surprising if the 
regard America as having t@@nsgressed the 
hounds of even the most elastic neutrality. 
The President declines to accept their 
contention; the United States, he replies, 
is not a step nearer to actual war in 
consequence of the meeting on the high 
seas. Nevertheless, he must face a trying 
ordeal. Although all the evidence is that 
the great mass of the American people 
stands four-square behind his policy of aid 
for the democracies, the ‘‘ isolationists’”’ 
still are powerful both inside and 
outside Congress. They showed their 
strength last week when Congress threw 
out a  ovresidential bill that sought 
to extend the period of compulsory 
military service, and thev still muster 
millions of adherents throughout the 
country. It would be idle to deny that 
Herr Hitler's invasion of Russia disturbed 
the consciences of many Americans. ‘They 
are pleased to find themselves once again 
on the same side as Great Britain, with 
whom most Americans regard themselves 
as iinked by special bonds, and thev have 
a holy horror of National-Socialist Ger- 
many; but many of them distrust the 
Soviet Union and have no desire to lend 
her any form of assistance. The President 
is not affected by any such doubts. Ile 
wants Germany to be beaten, and he is 
willing to lend a hand to any nation 
whatsoever that can assist Britain to beat 
her. He has promised the Russians that 
they will receive American aid. Yesterday 
the American and British Ambassadors 
called upon Stalin to acquaint him of the 
precise help that both countries hope to 
extend to Russia, and President Roosevelt 
himself believes that he will be in a 
position to supply her with arms and 
munitions by next spring. Jt remains 
to be seen whether the people will receive 


this intimation—together with the tidings 


of a three-Power conference in Moscow— 


with the same good-will that they have 
accorded the programme of aid for Great 
Britain and China. We have no doubt 
that the President will bring them over 
to his point of view, but he may have a 
hard fight in Congress. 

One thing that will convert even the 
most perfervid ‘“‘isolationist.’" in all 
probability, will be a Japanese attack 
upon Russia. Whether such an attack 


ought to be expected is uncertain; but the 


rumours af Japanese troop concentrations 


on the Siberian border of Manchukuo come 
thick and fast. ‘The possibility remains 
that all. the Japanese activity in the 
neighbourhood of Thailand has been 
merely a feint, designed to camouflage 
the real intention, an attack on Russia; it 
even may be that Japan has nerve enough 
to try conclusions in south and _ north 


simultaneously. If Japan goes to war 


with Russia, and if the Britigh-—as they 


are bound to do—lJook upon her action as 


tantamount to a declaration of war upon 
themselves, the United States probably 


will take up the challenge with good-will ; 
for she fears Japan above all other 


enemies. Relations with Japan = aro 


extremely bad, and they have not been 
improved by the Japanese Government’s 
refusal of permission to the American 


liner, President Coolidge, to ‘‘ evacuate” 


private citizens of the United States. 
Nobody would be surprised if America 
should find herself at war with Japan in 
a matter of weeks, or even of days. The 
plunge would have been taken long ago 
if the Japanese had been certain of 
themselves; but the combination of Great 
sritain, the United States, Russia and 
China must be enough to daunt even the 
most ardent of Prince Konoye’s fire-eating 
generals—especially. when there is no 
prospect that Japan will receive direct 
assistance in any shape or form from-her 
“Axis” partners. For that matter, she 
almost certainly would have been in tho 
war by now if Herr Hitler had contrived 
to inflict a crushing defeat upon the 
Russian armies in the west, thereby 
diverting the whole anxieties of the demo- 
cratic nations to Europe and the Atlantic. 
As matters stand, Herr Hitler does not 


seem likely to achieve success in Russia 


before winter compels him to suspend 


operations, and there is a fair possibility 


that the Japanese will prefer to lie low 


and bide their time. At present they are 


doing useful work for the “ Axis”; they 
compel Russia to immobilise a powerful 


army in Siberia, and they prevent the 
American Navy from giving Britain all 
the assistance that President Roosevelt 
could desire. What more could they do 
if they were actually at war? 


A Census of Servants 


In order to release more young women 
for war work the British Government has 


decided to make investigations into the 


‘‘servant situation’’ jin Great Britain, 


and proposes, in cases where the number 
of servants ia out of proportion to the 
amount of work, to see that the redundant 
staff shall be put to war work. News- 


paper reports give the impression that the 
inquiry will be made in a most discreet 


manner, It seems that ‘‘ shrewd inter- 
viewing officers ’’—to quote from the report 


in one newspaper—will be given the duty 


of discovering the number of households 
with large staffs of servants, and, when 
they have made their reports, the Govern- 
ment will send “ polite letters ’’—again to 
quote from the same report—to the house- 


holder. The latter will be in the form of 


a questionnaire, which, when fully 
answered, should prove a justification for 
the number of servants; and if the 
Government receives no reply within seven 
days it will be taken as an indication that 
the servants in question are not actually 
needed, and could be spared for work of 
greater national importance, It is pos- 
sible that there are many servants in 
Great Britain who could be released for 
war work in this way, but in the present 
hard times it is not likely that the officers 
will find very many swollen _ staffs. 


Quite apart from the effects of the war, 
the period of large staffs of servants has 
gone out. There was a time in England 
when any such questionnaire would bring 
forward not only a large number of 
scullery-maids, chamber-maids and parlour- 
maids, but also a considerable number of 
able-bodied men, weighed down with 
magnificent livery, powdered wigs, and 
that particular variety of superior smirk 
which happened to suit the costume. 
Nowadays, apart from a few. rich 
Americans, who spend the best part of 
their time and their money playing at 
being millionaires, people do not bother 
to have many servants. Tle greater bulk 
of the nation—or, rather, of the minority 
that can afford servants at all—are satis- 
fied with one maid-of-all-work per house- 
hold, while even the wealthy are remark- 
ably sparing in this respect, limiting 
themselves, very often, to a chauffeur, a 
parlourmeid and a cook. Nowadays, too, 
the size of the staff is not—as formerly it 
used to be—a fair indication to the wealth 
and quality of the master.

Shaw On [The Screen 


The fact that the screen version of Mr. 
George Bernard Shaw’s “ Major Barbara ” 
is on show for the first time in Ireland, 
as well as the fact that during the week 
Gabriel Pascal announced his future plans 
with regard to the filming of Mr. Shaw’s 
plays, may revive a controversy which

was started when - “ Pygmalion’ 
appeared on the screen. There will be, 
no doubt, the usual ‘‘old-timers’’ who 
remember the first production of the play, 
and insist that all subsequent versions 
were, are, and will be mere travesties of the 
original; a few theatre purists who reject 
the whole thing just because the director 
in his wisdom decided to omit certain 
passages which happen to appeal to thém, 
and a few cinema purists who object to 
the films as such because they are not 
“good cinema.”? Yet it is probable that 
the averaye run of cinema-goers will find 
“ Major Barbara ” highly entertaining, 
and will wait with interest to hear Mr. 
Pascal’s plans for the future. He intends, 
according to the report, to start on a 
programme of no less than eight plays, 
beginning almost immediately with “ Arms 
and the Man... Among the others which 
he intends to film within a short time 
are “ Captain Brassbound’s Conversion,”’ 
“The Devil's Disciple,’ “Saint Joan,” 
‘Candida,’ ‘‘ Cesar and Cleopatra,” and 
“ Man and Superman.” In an interview 
which is reported in the Daily Telegraph 
Mr. Pascal enlarges upon his plans. He 
has selected Alfred Lunt and Lynn 
Fontaine to play in “Captain Brass- 
hound’s Conversion,’’ and Rex Harrison— 
who makes such a success of the part of 
Cusens in “ Major Barbara ’’—to act the 
part of Bluntschli in “Arms and the 
Man.” as well as Jack Tanner in ' Man 
and Superman.’’ He did not mention any 
future plans for Wendy Hiller, who 
probably was the chief attraction both in 
“ Pygmalion ” and in “ Major Barbara, ' 
but he has chosen Katharine Hepburn to 
act in “ The Millionairess,’’ and—although 
he refrains from revealing her name—he 
says that “ there is only one young lady '' 
who could play the part of Cleopatra in

The melancholy, but true, tale is told of 
a man who went on a month’s cruise. 
Unconscious of the fact that the ship 
might have a Jaundry, but deeply con- 
cerned about the social importance of 
dressing every night for dinner, he saddled 
himself with a load of dress shirts that 
occupied as much wardrobe space as the 
rest of his clothes put together. Many of 
the shirts never have been worn; mana 
of them never will be worn by their 
original purchaser; for, alas, the girth of 
his neck is increasing. Dress shirts are 
not» in great demand to-day. While the 
emergency lasts it is regarded as slightly

Apparently the only thing against evening 
dress’ is that it “ looks rich’’ and creates 
the impression that the wearer is spending 
a lot of money which might better be 
devoted to some sort of patriotic purpose. 
Actually, of course, the day has long since 
passed away when the dress suit was the 
prerogative of any particular branch cf 
society. With the spread of cheap or 
‘economic’ tailoring, and the rising of 
the palais de danse, the dress suit became 
as important a part of the mechanic's 
wardrobe as it was of the marquess’s. 
D. H. Lawrence, in one of his books, is. 
almost bitter about the subject. It hardly 
seems logical that the dress suit should 
be slightly in disfavour in this country, 
while the most gorgeous shirts, shoes, 
flannels, sports coats and jumpers may be 
worn without a solitary protest that they 
look rich, reckless or over-ripe. In the 
meantime, the man with all the shirts is 
praying for a speedy return of the good 
old days when there were dances or 
dinners or some ‘ort of celebrations that 
justified him in dressing, as the saying 
has it, every night in the week; praying 
that he will have some excuse for wearing 
at least a few of his thirty-odd shirts 
before his neck gets too big for them.

Odessa

CO-OPERATION 


This thought leads, naturally, to a 
consideration of whether the Mount 
Street method could bé applied on a 
very large scale, or whether any other 
system could be devised to !ink up the 
producers in the country with the con- 
sumers in the community kitchena. 
What are your views? It suggests, 
too, the possibility of a close link 
between Parish Kitchens in Dublin (or 
any other large centre of population for 
that matter) and the work of Muintir 
na Tire in the country. Originally, I 
think, Father John Hayes, the founder 
ol Muintir na Tire, contemplated a 
system of city “ guilds ” which in 
various ways, would assist the rural 
Parish Councils to do theif best work ; 
present-day conditions have made. the 
town and country more inter-dependent, 
than ever, and an alliance between a 
consumer-body in Dublin and a 
producer-body in a rural area should be 
beneficial to both. 

Under emergency’ conditions, “of 
course, transpoit might present a difh- 
culty, and, therefore it might be 
necessary for the consumer-body to be 
very close to its producer counter-part ; 
but from my discussions with people 
wh» have given careful thought to the 
question of community kitchens and 
their lines of supply feel that this 
angle should be given very close 
attention. 

[f kitchens are to be self-supporting 
they must get their supplies as cheaply 
as possible—where they cannot p'o- 
duce themselves—and a close link 
between the urban and rural popula- 
tion will assist this and help towards 
a better understanding of the other 
fellow’s point of view by the towns- 
man and his cousins in the country.

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BRITISH INSTITUTE IN 
MADRID 


DR. STARKIE TELLS OF ITS 
WORK 


The success oí the British Institute 
in Madrid, in its less than twelve 
months of existence, was outlined to an 
/rish Times reporter yesterday by its 
founder, Dr. Walter Starkie, of Trinity 
College, Dublin. Dr. Starkie was 
asked by the British Council last year 
to found a British Institute in Madrid, 
with the object of strengthening cul 
tural ties between Britain and Spain, 
and he said vesterday that the success 
of the new Institute Na been great. 
He has returned to Dut®in for a holli- 
day

which is the intention of the Institute, 

Dr. Starkie said that the Spanish 
people are generally conscious of 4 
strong historical and religious bond with 
Ireland, and show the greatest interest 
in Irish affairs. His lecture on the 
Abbey Theatre was very popular. The 
chaplain of the Institute is an Irish 
priest, the Rev. Father Mulrean, 
native of Westmeath, who says Mase 
in the little chapel attached to the 
Institute. A member of Dr. Starkie’s 
staff, Miss Pedoroso, is a descendant 
of an Irish family, her uncle, Count 
Cafiongo, owner of the house in which 
the Institute at present is, being a 
direct descendant of the O'Sullivan 
Beare family. 

Dr. Starkie expressed the greatest 
satisfaction with the staff of teachers 
at the Institute, each of whom is a 
First Honours graduate of Oxford, 
Cambridge or Dublin. One of them is 


a Miss Jackson, who also is of Irish 
descent. 
CHILD WELFARE 
The interest of the Institute in 


children is rticularly strong, and, 
apart from the school, a good deal of 
child welfare work is carried on, flour 
being distributed and medical services 
supplied. The American Red Cross 
has helped with gifts of flour. A special 
doctor is engaged to look after the 
children in the school at the Institute. 

The Institute has interested the 
Spanish Government, and the Bishop 
of Madrid and its Irish founder is 
already well known in Spain, where a 
very large number of families have 
some Irish connection. The lecturers 
at the Institute have included many 
famous men, one of the most recent 
visiting lecturers being Sir Samuel 
Hoare. Other lecturers have been the 
American Ambassador, the Rev. Father 
Heras, 8.J., and the Provincial of the 
Augustinian Order. Among those 
attending the lectures are clerks, 
workers and soldiers, while the library 
of English books, reviews an 
periodicals is well patronised. . 

Dr. Starkie is ‘‘on loan from 
Trinity College to the British Council, 
under which the Institute works, and 
it is hoped, he said, to found other 
British Institutes in other Spanish 
cities—perhaps, Barcelona and Seville. 

Asked about conditions in Spain, Dr. 
Starkie said that the Spaniards were 


making a tremendous effort to re-build 
the country after the civil war. The 
task was an immense one, and it was 
unfortunate that the world war had 
come along to hinder it. People from 
all parts of Europe were passing 
through Spain on their way to various 
arts of the world, and in Madrid one 
met Czechs, Poles, French, Belgians, 
and many others, which lent a great 
deal of interest to life in the city.

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PETROL FOR DOCTORS 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—Letters have appeared in the 
Press, mostly anonymous, opposing the 
claims of doctors to extra petrol. Most 
of these letters beav evidence of com- 
plete ignorance of the subject and some 
clearly display evidence of petty spite. 
One lumimary inquired if patients are 
the victims and have died through 
lack of medical attention, why the 
complaints about lac! of etrol come 
from the doctors and not the patients. 
Lack of pages in the papers and the 
scarcity of news would, «urely, be for- 
gotten if letters from corpses appeared 
in the daily Press. Nearly every 
Board of Health in Ireland, whose re- 
sponsibility it is to ensire prompt and 
efficient treatment of the sick poor, has 
requisitioned more petr>] for doctors, 
The Irish Medical Union has called 
attention repeatedly to the fact that 
some are dying through delays in 
doctors reaching their patients, and 
others are remaining for hours in agony 
awaiting relief. It is true that doctors 
get sufficient petrol to travel about 200 
miles per month. This seems adequate 
to some of your corresvondents. The 
above allowance gives him _ sufficient 
petrol to travel seveu miles per day 
or to visit one patient 34 miles away 
from his residence. Now, any reason- 
able person with uny knowledge of the 
average doctor's day knows that such 
an allowance is absurd and that 
patients in many cases must have their 
sufferings prolonged for hours through 
the doctor being delayed in reaching 
them, and that in come cases patients 
die through late attention 

There is one midwife to each dis- 
pensary district. She must attend 
most, if not all, maternity cases. No 
one suggests that the present allowance 
of eight gallons a month is too much 
for such work. ‘There are at least two 
clergymen to every dispensary district 
who must attend all the adults who cre 
dying or seriously ill, in addition to 
other duties—no one would suggest 
that an allowance of eight gallons per 
month is excessive in their case. 
There is one dispensary doctor to each 
dispensary district. He attends most 
of the maternity cases; he attends 
patients of every religion; he must 
attend all cases. serious or otherwise, 
and he must pay frequent visits to all; 
he must attend infants, children, 
juveniles, as well as adults, Can any 
impartial person hold that eight 
gallons a month is reasonable in his 
case’? A doctor is allowed sufficient 
petrol to attend one call per day three 
and a half miles from his residence. 
As his average daily mileage is about 
twenty miles, he is forced to cycle or 
horse transport for more than half the 
month, and as a result he sees patients 
very much later and less frequently. 
It stands to reason that many persons 
must have died through late attendance 
and some through Jack of proper atten- 
tion. In cases such as diphtheria the 
amazing difference in the death rates 
between those attended on the first day 
of the disease and those attended on 
the third or fourth day is startling. 
In cases of external or concealed 
hemorrhage—minutes make the differ- 
ence between life and death. 
At least four persons have died in 
each administration area since last 
January through insufficient petrol 
allewance to doctors. Those hundred 
corpses cannot speak; but are we to 
have another hundred? 
There are not a great many doctors 
in Ireland—a very slight economy in 
the petrol used by the Government, by 
the Army, Post Office and E.S.B. 
would meet the deficiency. 
Public services could, and should, be 
used far more for the conveyance of 
Army stores and personnel. The E.8.B. 
could, and should, do likewise. Horse 
transport suffices for the Post Office in 
Cork, and should suffice for Dublin 
during the emergency. 
Let all those services slow down; let 
all those services face a little bother 
rather than that hundreds of people 
should face hours of agony for want of 
relief and that many persons should 
die through lack of skilled attention.—

Historic Meeting 
Filmed 


FILM of the historic meeting 
A between Mr. Winston Churchill 

and President Roosevelt, which 
took place ' somewhere at sea,” was 
flown to Britain, and shown privately, 
without cuts, to a large gathering of 
journalists in London yesterday. 

It does not show the two statesmen 
in actual conference, but a naval officer, 
who accompanied the party, stated that 
during the greater part of the time 
President Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill 
talked alone. These private talks took 
place in a cabin on the upper deck of 


an American cruiser, where the 
President had his quarters. The con- 
ferences between the heads of the 


various Services of both America and 
Great Britain went on day after day, 
sometimes in the Prince of Wales, and 
sometimes in the American ships. 

The sound track was cut out from 
the picture shown last night, and, 
apart from the singing of the hymns 
at, the Service held on board the Prince 
of Wales, the only words heard were 
those when the President and Mr. 
Churchill first met. 

It is an impressive sight, wit the 
crew of the Prince of Wales massed 
on board between the great guns, and 
the President and Mr. Churchill seated 
side by side, all taking part in a simple 
religious Service. 


A HAPPY REUNION 

This was the only occasion on which 
the President visited the Prince of 
Wales. About 11 o'clock on the Sunday 
morning he went aboard. There was a 
happy reunion. The President's two 
sons happened to be on duty in the 
neighbourhood. One is a captain in the 
Air Reserve, and the other was serving 
in one of the American destroyers. 
They were invited aboard the Prince of 
Wales, and throughout the day acted as 


A.D.C.s to their father. After the 
Church Service the President was 
entertained to luncheon, which was 


attended by the heads of the depart- 
ments of both the British and American 
Services. The President had arrived 
in one of the American destroyers. 

The picture, writes a P.A. reporter, 
also shows the boys of the Prince of 
Wales and 200 American sailors who 
had been invited on board fraternising. 
The Americans brought boxes of 
cigarettes, fruit and cheese, with cards 
signed by the President. 

One night twelve officers fram the 
American ships were, entertained in the 
wardroom of the Prince of Wales. 

Mr. Churchill arrived at the scene of 
the meeting, which took place in a bay 
quite near to shore, with the Chiefs of 
the Imperial General Staff, the Chief 
of the Naval Staff and the Vice-Chief 
of the Air Service. 


MESSAGE FROM THE 
KING 

Sir Alexander Cadogan, Under-Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, and 
Mr. Harry Hopkins had also accom- 
panied the Prime Minister. Mr. 
Churchill immediately went aboard the 
President's ship, and his first act was to 
hand him the personal message from 
the King. Mr. Churchill, in doing so, 
said :—‘‘ J have the honour, Mr. Presi- 
dent, to hand you a letter from His 
Majesty the King.”’ 

Mr. Churchill lunched on board with 
the President, and the talks began 
without any delay. For the greater 
part of the day, Mr. Churchill and the 
President. were alone in deep consulta- 
tion, while the Chiefs of Staff got 
“down to business’? with their 
opposite numbers. Mr. Churchill also 
dined with Mr. Roosevelt that night. 
From then on the conferences con- 
tinued without any break, and, in the 
midst of them the film shows the 
arrival of Lord Beaverbrook. He is 
seen at times pacing the decks with 
the Prime Minister and Mr. Hopkins 
and members of the Staffs. 

Nothing can be said as to the exact 
period over which the conference took 
place, but they were certainly over 
two days. 


FILM CRITICISED 

An Associated Press New York 
message says that in preparing the film 
for release to American cinemas the 
film-cutting editors found that only 
200 feet of the 2,000 were usable and 
that of the 200 feet parts were ‘‘off 
centre, out of focus or under-speed.’’ 

The Associated Press was informed 
in London that the Ministry of Infor- 
mation had no direct official connection 
with the undertaking to film the 
historic meeting. 

So far as was known the only films 
yet available in the U.S. were, in 
fact, made by amateurs. Represents 
tives of the professional news film 
agencies, working under the mgis of 
the News Reel Association in co- 
operation with the Ministry, had been 
present, but it was thought that their 
films were not yet available for dis- 
tribution in America, 

PRESIDENT WANTED 

SECRECY 

This U.S. film criticism follows 

some dissatisfaction in the U.S. news- 
paper circles that only British journal- 
ists were present at the meeting. But 
the Balitome Sun, in a despatch from 
London by its publisher, Mr. Parl 
Patterson, threw a different light on 
the matter, stating that President 
Roosevelt himself was not prepared for 
extensive publicity and had kept his 
own plans secret even from his 
Secretariat. He, therefore, reccived 
unfavourably the appearance of the 
three British journalists who accom- 
panied the British party, the despatch 
said.

They then asked him, if that were the 
case, to postpone the Bill until a 
special meeting of the Trade Union 
Congress had considered it, but this 
war refused.

HE special German summary of 

I August 6th gave us a sort of 
skeleton order of battla of their 
forces in Russia, as during the earlier 
stages of their offensive. It has pro- 
bably been considerably modified 
recently in details. According to this 
disposition, they have, in effect, three, 
the. of armies, corresponding fairly 
closely to the Russian three. In the 


north, confronting Voroshiloff, was 
Leeb with two armies and one 
armoured group. This last formation 
was commanded by MHoeppner, and 


operated on the Porkhov-Pskoff sector : 
it was followed by the army of Busch. 
The other army of this group was com- 
manded by Kuechler, and had 
advanced across Latvia into Esthonia. 
The centre group, facing Timoshenko, 
was commanded by Bock, and was 
appreciably stronger than the other. It 
comprised three armies—those of Kluge, 
Strauss and Weichs—and two armoured 
roups—those of Hoth and Guderian. 
Phere has been a report that this last- 
named general officer has been killed. 
If true, this means a _ serious loss, 
because he was the originator and best 
exponent of present-day German 
Panzer doctrine. 


MINOR GROUPS 


The southern group—i.e., Rund- 
stedt’s-faced Budenny. -Like Leeb’s, it 
consisted of two armies—Reichenau 
and Stuelpnagel—and the armoured 
group of Kleist It is to be assumed 
that Rundstedt had also the Rumanian 
Army under his direct con mand. The 
less numerous Ifungarian and Slovak 
contingents would, of course, be incor- 
porated in one or other German 
Army. The Finns, on the very extreme 
left flank, appear to be operating on 
their own—in co-operation with Leeb. 

The numbers, it will be seen, are 
certainly vast—nine armies in all, plus 
four armoured groups. What the 
strength of these last would be we have 
no means of knowing exactly. No 
doubt, they would vary according to 
the task assigned so :nany armoured 
divisions, as required. Of actual 
personnel an armoured division has less 
than the ordinary type—some 12,000 
men, with 400 odd tanks. 


AIR FORCES 


What strength of Luftwaffe has been 

assigned to the Russian front has 
nowhere been indicated, not even ap- 
proximately. Judging by the marked 
absence of activitey in other theatres 
it must form a very high percentage 
of the total. At all events, it will be 
seen that—counting all corps and ser- 
vices in—the four-million figure for 
Axis totals is not so wild an exaggera- 
tion after all. 
It is likely that the Southern group 
—on the Ukraine trent—has been rein- 
forced, perhaps by transfer from one 
of the others eve. It is natural now 
to direct the striking point of the 
offensive into the Ukraine. Apart 
from any question of local objectives, 
there is the important matter of longer 
campaignable weather. st has to be 
realised that Leningrad is about a 
thousand miles further north than 
Moscow. Possibly, if it were assumed 
that an additional month might be 
expected, it would be near the mark. 
But there would bo nothing hard and 
fast about it. Ankara, by the way, 
gives Rundstedt 70 divisions. 


WINTER HALT 


Just how far inside Russia are the 
Germans likely to halt for the winter? 
This is a most important question, and 
in attempting to solve it one may be 
permitted to refer back to a quotation 
some weeks ago in these notes from 
General Bernhardi: ‘*‘ or Germany it 
would be always a question of a limited 


offensive only, where from the out- 
set the defensive must be kept in 
view.” This does not quite fit the 


present circumstances, but it will do 
for a start. At all events, there is an 
obvious position that meets it exactly— 
the almost continuous water-line of 
the Dwina and Dnieper from Riga to 
Kherson. This was practically the old, 
historical eastern frontier of the Polish 
kingdom in its heyday—indeed, the 
natural frontier towards the East. 
This line, however, will not serve 
now—for two reasons. It has already 
been largely passed in the northern

sectors, and it does not give the Ger. 
mans very much of what they invaded 
Russia to obtain. 


THE 1918 LINE 


The next line to consider is 

1918 litie—i.e., Narva-Pskoff-Mohil 
Khartow-Azov—with the Finns occupy- 
ing their own territory. This corres- 
ser fairly accurately to the present 
ront, as far as the northern portion 
is concerned, In the southern part, 
however, the present front is some 
200-500 miles short of the line in ques- 
tion. Moreover, in 1918 the Austro- 
Germans commanded the sea, which is 
not the case to-day. Besides, this is 


the 
av- 


not in any sense a natural line or 
position. It was only possible to 
hold it on the former occasion 


because the Russians had ceased to 
be an effective force. Even go, 
it does not really give Germany con- 
trol of Russian raw materials—espe- 
cially oil. Alse it leaves quite intact 
the major portion of the country’s war 
industry—although, it is true, within 
air-raid distance to a considerable 
extent. 


FURTHER EAST 


The third line that has been men- 
tioned is certainly a geographical 
entity, and, if held, it certainly would 
largely—though not at all completely 
—curtail the output of Russian war- 
industry. But it is very remote— 
entailing a further eastward advance 
of several hundreds of miles. The line in 
qustion is that beginning at Lake 
Ladoga and following the Volga to 
Astrakhan. The Volga is about 2,300 
miles in length, so that the magnitude 
of the problem is manifest. Conceiv- 
ably the Germans will decide on a 
compromise between the first and 
second lines indicated—1.e., a line from 
Pskov to Mohilev, and thence along 
the Dnieper to the Black Sea. This 
assumes the continued maintenance 
“in being” of the Russian armies, 
which there is no reason to doubt will 
be the case. 


THE UKRAINE 


Regarding the Ukraine fighting, the 
position ‘seems to be the following. 
Along the northern half of the front— 
i.¢.,- due west of Kiev and southward 
from the Pripet marshes—the ussians 
held fast: the taking of Korosten was 
merely a local success. Further south, 
however, the Germans eventually made 
headway—and turned towards the Black 
Sea coast rather than towards Kiev, 
[In so doing they have over-run much 
valuable agricultural dand and occu- 
pied an iron-producing district. This 
last they scarcely needed, but it entails 
a certain loss to the Russians. They 
have also inflicted severe losses in men 
and material on the Russian armies of 
the Budienny group—no doubt, at an 
appreciable cost to themselves, The 
Russians will now, presumably, fall 
hack east of the Dnieper, except at a 
few points. They may also decide to 
leave garrisons in Odessa and Niko- 
laiev. after the Tobruk pattern. 
Coupled with their superiority at sea 
this wonld a valuable diversion. 


IN THE BALTIC 


On their Baltic Sea flank the Russian 
situation is much better than might 
have been expected. They still hold 
the vital Islands of Desel and Dagoe, 
the naval base of Reval (Tallinn) with 
Baltic Port and an extensive zone of 


hinterland, Opposite, they hold 
Hangoe and all the most important 
islands in the Gulf of Finland, The 


penetration to the seashore near a 
by some of Kuechler’s troops would 
seem to be a minor raid only. At all 
events, the main effort of the Leeb 
group seems to be in the Lake Iimen 
region, hundreds of miles inland. 

It may be that Leeb is now aiming 
to cut the Leningrad-Moscow railway, 
and Bock is air-raiding the lines south- 
ward from Moscow, It is reasonable 
to suppose efforts to break up these 
lateral communications of the Russians 
and generally, to try and accentuate 
material damage to the latter. Heavy 
blows have, unquestionably, been 
struck at the Russians, resulting in 
considerable losses of men and 
material. They have not, however, 
been deprived of any vital supplies, 
and should certainly be quite as for- 
midable as ever by next April. 


FROM BOMBED AREA TO 
ENCAMPMENT 


RESPITE FOR DUBLIN 
CHILDREN

When a city boy of about twelve 
years of age gets into the country he 
usually goes wild. two similar 
city boys go to the country together 
they become twice as wild—what is it 
like, do you think, to be im charge of 
thirty such boys? The camp com- 
mandant of the Red Cross Society's 
camp for children from the bombed 
area: of Dublin at Avoca, Co. Wick- 
low, told me all about it the other day. 
We sat in his store tent while a 
dozen or so youngsters a few yards 
away clustered around a big cauldron 
and the process of washing-up after tea 


went on. The camp is being run for 
the ag | by Scouts belonging to the 
Catholic Boy Scouts of Ireland, eight 


of whom are im charge, under a com- 
mandant. 


DECIDED TO REMAIN 


The camp was opened ct the begin- 
ning of Jast week on Major Bayley’s 
estate at Avoca. The day on which the 
boys and Scouts arrived was raining 
hard. Conditions on the next two 
days were unchanged, and on the third 
day “I want to gu home ' became a 
frequently-heard refrain among the 
camper boys. The camp commandant 
took a poll of those who wanted to go 
home, and brought them back to 
Dublin. 

The large majority of the boys 
stayed on—and are very glad that they 
did, for they have been able to bathe, 
walk, play football, and take advant- 
age of a unique opportunity to get to 
know the country. In a few days 
camp life became easy to them and 
their days were so full of exercise that 
sleep under canvas seemed no different 
from that in their own homes. The 
camp will last until next Friday and 
most of the youngsters want it to last 
all summer. 


DISCIPLINE 


All the worries that assail the 
average father in the city are shared 
by these scouts who look after the 
camping children. The principles of 
private property and of the ownership 
of land and the things growing thereon, 
had early to be instilled, while camp 
discipline had to be built up from little 
or nothing. The boys are given a 
tonic every day, and much hunting was 
necessary at first to keep up the 
averages on the parades before the 
medical tent. Gradually the sense of 
discipline has been inculcated in the 
boys, and as the days passed lapses 
from grace became comparatively rare. 

The field in which the camp is 
situated lies between the Avoca river 
and the railway line. The camp com- 
mandant told me that they bought 
their food locally, at pretty high prices 


—twopence-halfpenny per head for 
cabbage. Cocoa was the main 
beverage in the camp, and the 


“kids ' were thriving on it.

STEADY TRADE FOR 
BACON 


_ Activity in all departments of the pro- 
vision trade is well maintained, with demand 
for most commodities up to full permitted 
quantities. No diminntion is reported in 
the call for bacon, Although less home- 
‘produced and Canadian is available, and a 
falling off is experienced for Eirean, sup- 
plies have been supplemented by ample 
releases of United States sides, backs, bellies 
and hams, the proportion of these meats in 
the releases being increased in order to 
maintain the fonr-ounce ration and distribn- 
tion on an equable basis. The Ministry 
has made a reference to this in a notice to 
the trade. Hams and gammons continue in 
restricted supply and available for the 
coupon sale only. no Category © being in- 
cluded, There has been a slight decrease 
in supplies of pigs allocated to bacon 
factories, , 

A steady trade is passing in butter, with 
available supplies moving readily up to the 
full ration level, and the fortnightly alloca- 
tion has been well cleared. Best quality 
margarine is in good request. and quantities 
are equal to the increased deyiand, Stocks 
of English refined lard are in small coin.
